There  are  two  much  flattened.disc-shaped  specimens  in  the  collection; 
Trichostemma-Wkc,  with  marginal  fringe  of  long  spicules.  The  larger,  (U.N.I.  a), 
which  has  a  small  pebble  attached  to  the  middle  of  the  under  surface,  and 
numerous  teat-like  projections  on  the  upper  surface,  measures  63  mm.  in  dia- 
meter and  5  mm.  in  thickness.  The  smaller  (U.N.I,  b)  is  attached  to  a  shell 
and  measures  onlv  23  mm.  in  diameter  and  3  mm.  in  thickness. 

The  colour  in  spirit  is  dark  vellowish  grey;  in  life  it  was  "grey-yellow,  with 
the  spine-brushes  more  strongly  yellow-brown"  (Johansen).  The  skeleton  ar- 
rangement and  spiculation  agree  closely  with  those  of  specimens  described 
by  Vosmaer  and  Topsent.
